A liy- Law  to  luitliorize  the  levylny  of  a rate  on  assess- 
ment for  (Sty  I’ll  eposes  for  the  current  Miinieipal 
year  ISS7. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $34,235.07,  required  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  by  a tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  property 
appearing  on  the  assessment  rolls  of  the  City  of  V'an- 
couver  for  the  year  1887. 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable 
property  of  the  City  of  V ancouver,  as  shown  by  the 
last  revised  assessment  rolls  of  the  City,  is  $2,738,806, 
and  it  will  require  a tax  of  one  cent  and  a quarter  of  a 
cent  (1^)  in  the  dollar  on  the  amount  of  the  said  rate- 
able property  to  raise  the  sum  so  required  as  afore 
said,  to  be  divided  as  follows  : — 

5/100  of  a cent  for  construction  of  w.ater  tanks,  etc., 
under  By-Law  No.  12  ;

rilHE  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
X enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Fire  Department  shall  consist  of  the  exist- 
ing Fire  Companies,  ami  such  other  Companies  as 
may  be  from  time  to  time  admitted. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  consist 
of  a Chief  Engineer  and  an  Assistant  Engineer. 

8.  The  first  election  under  this  By-Law  for  Chief 
Engineer  and  Assistant  Engineer  shall  take  place  on 
the  second  Monday  in  January  next,  and  all  subse- 
quent elections  shall  hike  place  on  the  second  Monday 
in  January  in  each  y*ear  thereafter. 

4.  The  persons  at  present  holding  the  positions  of 
Chief  Engineer  and  .-\ssistant  Engineer  shall  hold 
office  until  the  first  election  under  this  By-Law,  and 
until  their  succe.ssors  are  elected,  and  during  such 
time  they  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers 
herein  conferred  upon  the  persons  holding  the  said 
offices. 

5.  The  nomination  ami  election  of  Chief  and  As-

7.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  i>ower  to  organize 
as  many  Fire  Companies,  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
panies, Salvage  Companies,  or  other  Comp.anies  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  such  Companies  and  their  officers  .shall  be 
subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Chief  En- 
gineer under  all  circumstances,  excejit  such  control 
would  atl'ect  the  said  Companies  in  the  management  of 
their  own  funds  and  Company  business  meetings. 

8.  I n all  ca.ses  where  the  expenditure  of  money  is 
involved  in  organizing  new  Companies  (by  the  Chief 
Engineer)  he  .shall  lirst  obt.ain  the  consent  of  the  City 
Council  before  |iroceeding  lo  organize  such  new  Com- 
pany or  Companies. 

II.  All  moneys  received  by  the  Chief  Engineer  for 
the  use  of  the  Deiiartment  shall  be  disbursed  by  him 
for  such  purposes  in  connection  with  his  Deiiartment 
as  he  may  lieem  expedient. 

10.  In  all  ca.ses  wlu*re  the  expenditure  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  a sum  of  money  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
is  involved  he  shall,  when*  practicable,  publicly  call 
for  teiiilers. 

11.  I be  t hief  Engineer  shall  cause  a semi-annual 
report  t<i  be  made  lo  the  .Municipal  Council  of  the 
amount  of  prop<*rty  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department, 
and  its  condition,  of  the  liiiaiicial  state  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  ol  the  respective  ( ’oinp.iiiies,  and  of  the 
number  of  men  enrolled,  with  any  other  information 
or  recommendations  he  may  deem  advisable.  Such 
reports  shall  be  made  up  to  the  .80th  day  of  .lime  and 
the  81st  <lay  of  December  in  each  year,  and  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  City  Clerk  within  .seven  ilays  thereafter.

see  that  the  same  are  liiqit  in  good  order  and  coiidi 
lion.  'I'hey  shall  at  fires,  or  alarms  theri'of,  see  that 
the  orders  of  Ihetfliief  and  Assislunt  Engineers  are 
[lunctually  oheyi'd.  They  shall  eertily  to  the  correct 
ness  of  the  amiiial  and  voting  lolls  of  their  res|iectivii 
( 'oni[)anies.  They  shall,  in  accordance  with  the  pro 
visions  of  the  aniciided  Protection  Act,  send  to  the 
sherili'  on  or  before  the  Pith  of  duly  in  each  year  a 
full  and  correct  list  of  all  their  active  memhers. 

‘2‘2.  Whenever  the  Ciqitain  of  a Conqiany  shall  he 
absent  from  a lire,  or  alarm  thereof,  or  from  sickness 
or  other  causes  he  unable  to  attend  to  the  duties  ol 
his  ollice,  all  his  rights,  jiowcrs  and  responsibilities  in 
and  to  the  l)e|iartment  shall  ilevolve  u[)on  the  First 
Lieutenant  of  such  Com|)any  during  such  absence  or 
di.sahility,  or  in  his  absence,  u[ion  the  Second  Lieu- 
tenant. 

2d.  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies  at  all  fires  must 
re[iort  themselves  the  same  as  other  Companies,  and 
await  the  orders  of  the  Chief  or  Assistant  Engineer. 

24.  'I'lie  duties  of  Hook  and  iaidder  Comjianies 
shall  ho  to  pull  down  buildings  and  render  any  other 
assistance  ordereil  hy  the  (diief  or  Assistant  Engineer. 

‘25.  Eo  member  of  the  Depai  tment  shall  carry  into 
Ol'  kee[)  in  any  lire  station  or  house  in  the  Department 
any  intoxicating  liquors.  Any  memher  of  the  De- 
partment who  shall  he  intoxicated  in  or  about  any  ol 
the  Department  houses,  or  at  a fire,  shall  be  sus- 
[lended  or  dismissed  from  the  l)e[iartment  at  the  op- 
tion of  the  Chief  Engineer,  or  the  Company  to  which 
he  belongs. 

‘2(i.  The  Mayor  and  Council  shall  have  control  and 
management  of  the  public  property  now  [lertaining  to 
the  h ire  Department  of  the  said  City  of  New  West 
minster,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion 
purchase,  aihl  to,  and  acquire  when  necessary,  or  sell 
and  dis[it>se  of  when  not  required  for  the  use  of  the 
Dcjiartii.ent,  engin<.,s,  hose  carriages,  hose,  and  such 
other  jiroperty  as  the  exigencies  of  the  I4epartment 
may  require. 

27.  No  persons  will  be  allowed  in  the  different 
houses  of  the  Depai  tment,  uidess  they  he  with  a mem- 
ber of  a Com[ianyr  without  permission  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  the  person  in  charge  at  each  Depart- 
ment house  must  see  that  this  rule  is  enforced.  No 
person  shall  he  allowed  to  interfere  with  firemen  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

‘28.  All  By-Laws  heretofore  enacted  relating  in  any- 
wise whatsoever  to  the  Fire  Department  are  hereby 
repealed. 

‘29.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Fire  De- 
partment By-Law,  1887.” 

By-Law  read  a third  time  and  passed  by  the  Muni- 
cipal Council  on  the  4th  day  of  April,  A.D.  1887.
